Jackson, Cal., Sept. 18.—Forty-sev- 
en corpses grected the rescuers who 
have fought thelr way by slow degrees 
into the 4000 foot level of the Argo- 
naut gold mine here tonight, 22 days 
after’ an explosion in the upper work- 
ings of the mine imprisoned 47 min- 
erg in their subterranean workshops.

At the meeting ‘of the Hail Insur- 
ance Board of Alberta, held on Friday 
in Calgary, the rate of assessment 
for hail insurance for 1922 was fixed 
at five per cent. 

The cooperative plan of protection 
against hail loss, ag offered under the 
Municipal Hail Insurance Act, is evi- 
dently meeting with the approval of 
the farmers of the province, The say- 
ing to, them. in premiums, covering 
the four, years the act has been in op- 
eration, amounts to almost one and a 
half million dollars, and in, addition 
to this a reserve of approximately a 
half million dollars: has been estab- 
lished. . 

The volume of insurance written in 
1922 was not quite as great as that of 
previous years, due to adverse crop 
conditions and lowé rgrain prices and 
doubtless also, tothe higher rate the 
board found it necessary to set in 
1921, But the final results, borne out 
by the figures quoted, prove beyond 
a doubt that the co-operative system, 
embodied in the Municipal Hail Insur- 
ance plan, well deserves the slogan:

This is the time of year when our 
young people in the schools ought to 
decide upon the sort of effort. they will 
make in their.studies this term.

—particularly our young Canadian 
friends—-that they ought to do some- 
thing in this matter of foreign-born 
chilllren beating them out in the class 
room. That has become altogetier 
It has in 
deed become too commen in ull Wes 
tern Canada. The children of foreign 
born parents seem to have a greater 
appreciation for the educational op- 
portunities of this Dominion than have 
our native English speaking children, 
And having that greater appreciation, 
they apply themselves more assidu- 
ously to their studies, they concen- 
trate more upon their work, and they 
set the pace for their classes. It is 
not that these sons and daughters of 
foreign born parents have — better 
brains than our children, It is simply 
that they know the veluc of educa- 
tion and are willing to work .hard to 
get it. How about it, you Canadians? 
Are you going to let the other chaps 
beat you in-the race for honors in the 
class room? You would not want to 
let them beat you in a running race. 
When it comes to any of the outdoor 
games you are determined to hold 
your own, and to demonstrate that 
you are leaders. Thén why not prove 
that to be so in the class room? A 
writer in the Canadian Magazine, a 
month or so ago, suid that we are 
prone to regard the peoples of other 
tongues and races as inferior in caste 
and status to ourselves, but he added 
that, educationally, the foreigner is 
the student of Canada who is quick- 
est and most ambitious to fit himself 
for the higher professions and_ for 
technical work. That should not. con- 
tinue to be true, But it will continue 
to be true if our Canadian boys and 
girls do not set out to demonstrate 
that they can study just as hard as 
the young fireign born students who 
are now doing so well in our schools.

Marquis Wheat Best Suited : 
Alberta’s Climate Condition 


Since the exeprimental ‘station at 
Lacombe was started in 1907, forty- 
five varieties and selections. of spring 
wheat and four varieties of Durum 
Weeat have been grown in experi-. 
mental plots These include all of the 
standard varieties and a number of 
selections developed at the experimen- 
tal farm at Ottawa : 

During the past season twenty-three 
varieties and strains have been under 
test Some of these have not been 
under test long enough for en opinion 


_,‘to be expressed ag to thelr value, 


while others haye clearly demonstrat- 
ed that they are not suitable Jor the 
conditions of soil’and climate df cen- 
tral Alberta, 

The results of those that have prov- 


en worthy of consideration are as fol- 
lows:

It will be noted that Marquis heads 
the list. This variety is an outstand- 
ing plot. It is very uniform in type, 
height and color of chaff and grain, 
The straw medium and strong. The 
head is medium long, pointed and bald 
with a few short awns in some in- 
stances. The chaff is straw yellow in 
color and holds the kernels so closely 
that complete separation is sometimes 
difficult, which makes the variety val- 
uable for windy sections yhere wheat 
growing on a large scale is practised 
and where some of the crop may be- 
come very ripe before it can be cut. 
The seed is medium in size yery heavy 
rather short and blocky and dark red 
color, 

Huron, which comes second on the 
list, is a bearded wheat with brown 
chaff, and rather an open head. The 
straw is medium length and fairly 
strong. The wheat is fairly low in 
milling and baking quality, which, to- 
gether with’ the fact that it is beard- 
ed, puts it in a class decidedly below 
Marquis, 

Bishop is a white or amber colored 
wheat. It has no beards and has a 
white or straw colored chaff. ‘This 
wheat is not an improvement on 
Marquis in any way, and as it igs a 
white wheat, does not meet with as 
much favor among the millers, 

Bobs is also a white wheat and fs 
lacking in uniformity of type that the 
Marquis has. This, added to the fact 
that it is nota high yielder, will pre- 
vent it from’ becoming a popular var- 
iety. 

Ruby is about ten days earlier in ma- 
turing than Marquis, but while not 
quite as long and heavy in the straw, 
it Stands up well. A peculiarly of 
Ruby is ,the ‘marked reddish color of 
the straw. The head is medium long, 
bald and tapers at the top. The glume 
is the same color as the straw, but 
do not hold the kernel cosely, which 
makes the variety a little inclined to 
shatter when fully ripe. The kernels 
are red, flinty, shorter and rounder 
than Marquis and possess high mill- 
ing and baking qualities. 

Prelude is the earliest of any of the 
varieties tested at the station, being 
15 days earlier than Marquis. It has 
a very short})rather weak straw, with 
short bearded and open heads. The 
grain is a dull reddish color and small 
in size, 

The absence of Red Bobs, Kitchener 
and Early Red Fife from. this table 
will be noted. This is because Red 
Bobs has been grown for only three 
years and Early Red Fife for two 
years. During the three year period 
that Red Bobs (has been grown it av- 
eraged 50 bushels, For the two years 
that Kitchener and Early Red Fife 
haye been grown, the former produc- 
ed an average of 46 bushels and the 
latter 45 bushels. Red Bobs matures 
two or three days earlier than Mar- 
quis and Early Red Wife about, one 
day, while Kitchener has always 
reached maturity on the same day as 
Marquis. 

The results of the experiments at 
Lacombe and other experimental sta- 
tions would indicate that for much the

area of the west, we have no variety 
superior to Marquis. The most severe 
criticisms offered this variety are that 
it is, under the very dry conditions, 
too short in the straw, and that it is 
too hard to thresh. The latter is al- 
most a "good fault” but for some of 
the drier districts, especially on 
stubble land, other varieties may be 
more suitable. -Where early frosts 
frequently occur, Ruby may do better 
than the Marquis, as it is about ten 
days earlier and is equal to Marquis 
in milling qualities. Ruby yields con- 
siderably less than Marquis, however, 
and is somewhat inclined to shatter, 
which is very unfortunate, 

The testing of new varieties is ex- 
pensive experimental work and the 
average farmer when looking tor new 
seed will find it much more profitable 
to buy clean, pure registered seed of

RED CROSS SOCIETY 
MEMBERSHIP DRIVE 


_ The provincial division of the Red 
Cross Society is making extensive 
preparations for the finance and mem- 
bership campaign which. is timed to 
take place on November 5th, ending 
on Armistice Day, November 11. Fos- 
ters will be issued to every post office 
in the province direct from the post 
office at Ottawa, and all branches will 
be supplied with campaign Hterature 
to assist in the great drive. 


At the present time there are two 
hundred active branches and commit- 
tees, and it is expected that between 
the present date and the campaign, two 
hundred more will be organized. The 
province will be divided into four 
hundred districts, each under the di- 
rection of a local committee, 


It is confidently expected that there 
will be a generous and unanimous re- 
sponse to the appeal for funds, as the 
public are becoming more and more 
acquainted with the remarkable re- 
cord of pioneer service in nursing the 
sick at points beyond the fringe of 
civilization, The latest and ‘perhaps 
one of the best achievements of the 
Red Cross is the establishment in the 
city of Calgary of the first Sick Chil- 
drens' Hospital in Canada. To its 
doors are brought the maimed and 
crippled youngsters from all over the 
province, where they receive the skill 
and care that is only obtainable in a 
city hospital. The relief distribution 
of the drought stricken areag last 
winter brought comfort to many thou- 
sands of women and children in the 
extreme weather, At Brickburn house 
the work has been carried on since the 
war of caring for the soldier's  de- 
pendant’ children, feeding, clothing 
ang carrying on their public school 
education, 


The new departure of health instrue- 
tion of the people is part of the peace 
time activities and is being conducted 
with considerable skill and’ resource- 
fulness, 


It is no easy task to attempt to per- 
suade the man in the street that he 
should take an health inventory of 
himself, The new health education 
enables him to measure his health os 
a positive possession of treasure. By 
increasing ils possible further gains 
adding to the capital of his personal- 
ity.

“}from Saskatchewan and Alberta cen- 


tres, Canadian National officials said 
Saturday in Winnipeg. — Although 
there has been a diminution in the 
number of cars fom Manitoba, those 
from. Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
where threshing is now in fill swing, 
have tended to advance the daily ag- 
gregate of cars which is now very 
close to the 1000 mark. 

Wednesday the number of Canadian 
National cars inspected was 1,595 as 
against 1,220 on the corresponding 
date last year. These brought the 
total for the 1922-23 season to date to 
6,290 cars inspected against 5,158 in 
the same period last year, 

In spite of the prevalence of rain 
and dampness, Thursday, the grain 
movement over the Canadian Pacific 
railway showed an Increase over that 
of the earlier days of the week, and 
very considerably over the correspond- 
ing periods of the previous season. 
Grain marketing totals for the district 
served by the Canadian Pacific totall- 
ed 1,523,822 bushels, Thursday, as 
against only 483,802 bushels for Sept. 
Mth, 1921, while the number of cars 
loaded Thursday was 978, or an in- 
crease of 823 over the 650 reported for 
that day last season,

Byng’s Sixtieth Birthday 
On Monday of last week when the 
Edmonton Canadian Club tendered 
Lord Byng, governor general of Can- 
ada, a luncheon at the Macdonald, the 
chairman announced that it was His 
Excellency’s sixtieth birtday, The hero 
of Vimy was tendered a real western 
ovation. On this oceasion the intro- 
ductory remarks of Chairman John 
Ross, deputy minister of education, 
the address of Baron Byng, 
reply of Premier Greefield, were all 
commendable samples of patriotic, 
terse, and business like expression, 
really model luncheon addresses. 
Swift Western Justice 
Automobile owners all over the 
province will commend the good work 
of the Alberta Provincial Police.

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MacMillan and his fellow voyagers 
were held ice bound in the Bowdoin 
for 274 days, but luckily escaped with 
no more injury than the memory of 
their enforced inaction. They found 
three islands hitherto unknown to 
Arctic explorers, and came upon enor- 
mous herds of walrus, “beyond ques- 
tion,” in the words of the leader of 


_|the expedition, “the last remnant .of 


the walrus herds to be found in- the 
north today." In their winter quar- 
ters they carried: on for ten months 
an uninterrupted. observation of ter- 
restial magnetism. Meteorological ob- 
servations were taken during the en- 
tire year, and tidal observations for 
two months. Members of the party 
travelled in dog teams upward of 2,000 
miles, through territory upon which 
white man had never before set foot. 
Valuable botanical and — petrological 
collections were also made, 

In an outline’.of his latest voyage 
sent by courier to Newfoundland, Mr. 
MacMillan describes the difficulties 
he encountered in trying to steer his 
course by means of the «latest maps 
covering the territory, he traversed. 
These maps not only took no cogni- 
zance of land that actually existed, 
but they indicated terra firma where 
there was nothing to see but the wide 
wide ocean, At one point, he declares 
“by their maps, we should have struck 
land,” but they failed to do so. “We 
sailed over an area indicated as land 
on all the latest and most authorita- 
tive maps, and indeed 15 miles into 
a hypothetical interior.” One result 
of the MacMillan expedition should be 
better and more reliable maps of ‘Baf- 
finland and the land and water ad- 
jacent. 


The twelve mile extension of the
